They over water, over fertilize, dig around the bulbs to see 
if the roots are starting to grow, and the funny part of it is that when the 
bulb can’t take it and finally up and dies it is usually the fault of the bulb 
or the nurseryman because, as she says “I did everything and it died.” Well lady 
you did too much!

Achimenes

A soil rich in leaf- 
mould, peat and chopped sphagnum moss with 
no manure added is _ suitable. Place in a 
shaded location. Water sparingly until active 
growth starts. Then give more water and 
light and start to fertilize with liquid manure 
when the plants are about two inches high. 
Never allow them to become dry. They will start 
to bloom in late summer. The rhizomes are 
very small and look like some kind of seeds, 
but that has nothing to do with the quality 
of the plants. Some plants just naturally 
make large bulbs while others just as naturally 
make small ones.

Along 
with the commercial species and varieties we 
are offering several new named varieties from 
our own nursery which we highly recommend 
to the collector. 


They bloom during early summer and are 
of easiest cultural requirments. In fact the 
most frequent cause of failure to flower is 
too much care and fussing with them. Plant 
in a sunny location and leave them alone 
other than very occasional watering in the 
summer. Any good garden soil will do and 
they don’t have to have good drainage. De- 
livery thruout the year but we prefer to mail 
out the deciduous kinds during the winter. 
By the way, the deciduous kinds are ideal 
for growing outdoors in the cold sections as 
they may be lifted and stored during cold 
weather. 


AFRICANUS MOOREANUS. _ A slender 
growing plant with narrow strap-shaped leaves 
stained purple at the base. The medium size 
umbels of blue flowers are small but well 
formed, on three foot stam. This species is 
evergreen in California but deciduous elsewhere.

These orchids are very popular now in 
California and are fast becoming the favorite 
corsage flower thruout the country because 
of the fact that the flowers are extremely 
long-lasting. As they have a very heavy sub- 
Stance they last three month on the plant 
and many weeks when cut. A well established 
plant will produce several spikes each with 
from six to thirty flowers according the variety. 
_ The color of the flowers are fairly constant 
in wild species, at least they can be recognized 
for what they are, but the hybrids are quite 
variable within certain limits and in some 
hybrids almost any color may be expected 
under the same name. In this list we give 
the predominant color of the variety but can 
not guarantee that the plant you receive will 
be that color. 


Here in our gardens we grow them in raised 
beds of prepared compost under the shade of 
Live Oaks, and many gardeners prefer to 
grow them in this manner because of the 
ease of culture under these conditions. How- 
ever many prefer to grow them in pots so 
they may be given individual attention, and 
may be removed under glass during the 
winter to protect them from frost and pre- 
vent the flowers from being spotted by the 
rains and dew. Either method is satisfactory. 

e recommend growing them in the open 
whenever the weather conditions permit. 

he compost used is almost as humerous as 
the individual persons growing these plants. 
After a little experience you will find a certain 


mixture’ that seems to be better suited to your 
conditions and that the cymbidiums are very 
tolerant and will grow almost in any kind of 
compost that is well drained and is not alkaline. 
Any combination of sandy loam, leafmould, 
chopped osmunda, sphagnum moss, sand, gravel, 
steer manure, sponge Rock, sani-soil, WVermi- 
culite seems to give fair results if good judge- 
ment is used and the plants fed occasionally ~ 
with liquid manure or fertilizer. 


In planting in pots, enlarge the drainage 
hole, place lots of broken crocks and _ char- 
coal on the bottom for drainage and plant 
with three fourths of the pseudobulbs above 
the compost. Place in a half shaded location 
and do not ‘baby’ them too much. Syringe 
the foliage on hot days.

Clivias are the aristocrats of the amaryllis 
family and always invite admiration when in 
bloom. Because they thrive best in dense 
shade thev are ideal as house plants in the 
winter when they will flower indoors. They 
will withstand eight degrees of frost and be- 
low that for several degrees the foliage will 
be damaged but the plants will recover. As 
both. the leaves and roots are very long lived 
they should be grown in a rich, heavy soil. 
Place the plants in as small a pot as possible 
as they bloom best when _ rootbound.

Following is a list of seeds of bulbous 
plants available this season. Because we 
have them in very small quantities and _ be- 
cause of the great diversity of the materials 
offered we do not send out growing instructions 
with them. However there is very little dif- 
ferance in sprouting seeds of bulbs and any 
other seeds except that when you are working 
with bulb seeds you must have great patience. 
You can not expect them to germinate in 
three days and bloom in ninety days. They 
are riot annuals. Great majority of the seeds 
will germinate the -first year but some of 
them will take two years while most of them 
will requite three to five years to come 
to blooming size. So please don’t be scratching 
up the seeds every few days to see what is 
happening. Leave them alone and don’t drown 
them with too much water. Keep them moist 
and warm and let nature work for you. 
Germination of Orchid seeds has a_ special 
technique and you can easily learn it by 
going to your library and reading a book on 
orchids, especially the one by Prof. Edward 
A. White entitled American Orchid Culture 
and following his instructions to the letter. 
You may not succeed the first time but you 
will soon learn. 

Seeds are put up in 25¢ _ packets, the 
quantity .of seeds varying according to the 
value of the seed. Where there are less 
than six seeds to a package special mention 
of the price per seed or the number of seeds 
per packet is given. In case of Orchid seeds 
special prices are quoted.
